There is no 
mistaking the popular will. The Legations have 
decheansed the Pope as decidedly as Tuscany re- 
jected her Archdukes. We read of ‘* Deeds of 
annexation’ being presented to Victor Emmanuel 
and glowing orations delivered by Yarini. The 
question will be soon settled by the Italians 
themselvcs if no foreign Power interfere, and there 
does not seem to be any ground for such interference. 
France will hardly march over the Alps again to 
undo in Central Italy what she did in Lombardy. 
Austria cannot stir. for there are fifty thousand 
Frenchmen very. elose to Mantua. The only belli- | 
mt in the field is the Pope, and Kabbermat- 
ten with his bravoes. All is peaceful and orderly 
But what a delightful complication the Peninsula 
and the Continent present politically! The genius 
of mischief himself could not have devised a more 


ing to withdraw whenever he refuses a request. 
These are all the seething ingredients—France aad 
mon cousin, Austria and her Archdukes, Tuscany 
with liberty amd annexation, the egations 
with cannon, and that enfant perdu, 
Garibaldi, and Rome with the French and his 
Holiness, all playing at agreat game of cross purposes 
which may end, indeed, but will hardly give a victo-y 
toany. The whole case reminds us of the French- 
man’s recipe for concocting plum-pudding: put all 
the ingredients into a cauldron, with four or five 
gallons of water, and bo 1 until all is evaporated. 

Then look to the Continent. There is Austria at 
feud with Prussia because she did not march her forces 
to the Rhine, in order to protect Austria's dominions 
in Italy. There are all the smaller States yearning 
for that veryGerman dream, Teutonie Unity. There 
are the Kisenach resolutions demanding that Prussia 
should take the lead in Germany, and fight for Va- 
terland. Germany lost that chance when William 
the Fourth of Prussia held out his hand for the 
Imperial Crown, and suddenly withdrew it. Enthu- 
siasm enough there was in Germany some three 
months since. Volunteers there were in abundance, 
and powerful singing of the songs of Kohler ; but 


the peace of Villafranca acted as a damp 
blanket, and quickly cooled the national ar 
dour. ‘Fhen came thoughts of a union between 


France and Austria, possibly combining a union 
with the Czar. ‘Three eagles were to fly across the 
world, and prey upon it as they pleased. Germany, 
appalled by the vision of France, Austria, and Russia 
closing in upon her, is again in agitation. Her as- 
piration is for union and solidity to resist this 
pressure on three sides, and sooner or later it must 
come to pass. 

What is the only hope of a settlement? We 
answer, Protestantism, for Protestantism means free- 
dom. Piedmont is schismatic, for she confiscated 
the vast possessions of the monasteries, and insisted 
that Bishops should be loyal. Tuscany is daily tecom- 
ing Protestant, for she has eapelled the Jesuits, and 
thrown in her lot with Piedmont. The Legations 
are Protestant ; for they protest against the tyranny 
of the Priesthood. As long as the Romish clergy 
are allowed to practise their insidious arts and un- 
derground intrigue, so long will danger threaten the 
1 berties of Italy, or undermine them when recovered. 
To be free, then, these districts of Italy must cast 
off the yoke of the Papacy, and once the temporal 
power of the Pope is gone, he himself states 
that the _ spiritual is worthless. Piedmont, 
increased by the annexation of Central Italy, 
will be a kingdom of sixteen or — seventcen 
millions of people. She will be a fifth great Power 
springing from the union of five smaller. There isa 
path from Lombardy through the Tyrol into (er- 
many ; and Prussia, the future head of the German 
confederation, is Protestant. Germany, Italy, and 
England—these three will match the triad of eagles. 
The next war, we are told, is to be a war of religion ; 
if so, here is our confederacy and strength.

We do not profess to say where the sell is deepest and 
where the water power should be first. turned on, but for 
a good general notion of the subject we would point to 
the figures as they appear upon thé public accounts.

This is the 
twenty shillings’ worth of sack to the ha’p’orth 
of bread. We spend more than half a million a 
year in marine engines. During the latter years in 
which our fleet has been allowed to dwindle we have 
spent marly five millions a yenr in buildin 
and repairing ships, ahd we are how maki 
as enormous leap upon this average. Yet, 
with all this tremendous money expenditure, 
It appears that, although we had in pay fiff 
years ago 140,000 men, we hare now an avai 
able force of seamen of only something like 50,000. If 
the ships when constructed could be trusted to man and 
fight themselves, this might be all very well ; but if we 
are to trust. not only to the wooden walls, but to thé

The Daily News on Flogging in the Army :— 
Flogging has once more beconie a regular item in the 
occupations and excitements of barrack life. It is in- 
flicted confessedly with utter disregurd of the physical 
and moral accidents that render it sometimes ineffi- 
cacious, and sometimes intolerably cruel. There is said 
to be physiologically as mueh difference in the sensi- 
bility of the skins of two men as thereis in their nervous 
and intellectual temperament, All punishments are ne- 
cessarily unequal ; but corporal punishment is the most 
unequalof all. The formality of a previous medical ex- 
amination as to the fitness of the culprit to undergo the 
ordeal awaiting him does not, and cannot, touch the 
main question. That question is whethér the spirit 
of the man is salutarily humbled, and the spirit 
of the service salutarily raised, by a brutal 
flogging. Two classes of examples are alternately 
pointed to by the opponents and the defenders of the 
system. The enemies ot flogging narrate truly instances 
in which men not naturally vicious have been so ap- 
palled by sentences of the kind, and su warped to 
wrong by their ruthless infliction, as to become in- 
corrigibly morose or depraved ; while the advocates of 
the lash are never tired of telling us how this or the 
other vagabond jested with his punishment, and per- 
petrated the same offence within a fortnight after- 
wards. To all right-minded and impartial personages, 
such facts are not conflicting, but corroborative of the 
conviction that the practice is full of hideous mis- 
chief and injustice, equally abortive and abominable. 
It is not necessary for our present purpose to discuss 
in all its bearings the theory of corporal chastisement, 
or toinvestigate the regulations which are found neces- 
sary for the maintenance of discipline when troops are 
in a foreign country or in faceofan enemy. We have 
now to deal with the normal condition of corps in time 
of peace and with reference to home garrisons ; and 
limiting our attention to this topic, we have no hesita- 
tion in declaring our belief that the infliction of torture is 
useless as a preventive in one-half the instances where- 
in itis resorted to, and far worse than useless in the 
remainder, ‘lhe selling of a kit, and the attempt dis- 
honestly to filch a bounty by deserting one corps and en- 
fisting in another,are shabby sinsagainst the State,which 
the State has a perfect right to punish sujtably when 
they are committed, but no right to visit with ruffian- 
ly resentment. Why does not the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ask for powers to cut into mincemeat the 
flesh of other men who rob him of seven or eight pounds? 
Because if he would he dare not. ‘The civil love of 
justice and humanity would not listen to the ruthless 
proposition; and why should the rank and file of the 
army, on whom we rely for security as we sleep in our 
beds, be dealt with on principles not only different, but 
revoltingly repugnant, to all we know and feel to be just? 
What right has the State to lead these men, usually 
illiterate and ill-reared men, into temptation? Why, 
if they are paid less than unskilled labourers, are they 
exposed to the disproportionate allurement of high boun- 
ties, the appropriation of which proves their want of 
moral training, but does not prove in any degree their 
want of courage or fidelity, fortitude, or devotion? If 
the State thinks fit to make financial experiments in the 
pay and keep of its troops, that is no reason why their 
bodies and souls should be made to suffer for the conse- 
quences in a manner which no other class of society 
would endure. We say plainly that even were 
the nefarious practice found effectual to restrain 
desertion it would be indefensible, because it is 
the mere stupid and shameful result of short-sighted 
blundering on the part of those in authority; 
but when in addition to its injustice and debasing ten- 
dency it proves to be unsuccessful as an expedient, its 
puliic c.ndemnation and compulsery discontinuance 
cannot be doubtful. We have always thought high 
bounties a very questionable kind of stimulus to re- 
cruiting. Weare confident that the country would iar 
rather pay for general improvement in the condition of 
the soldier, and the establishment of a graduated scale 
ot induc ments to prolonged service, than see its money 
misappropriated daily, as itis now, by worthless scam) s 
who are incessantly shuffling from one regiment to 
another for the sake of pocketing the bounties, and 
whose pursuit and prosecution, when they can be traced, 
form a supplementary source ‘of useless expenditure. 
As for the pretence set up by every cold-blooded mar- 
finer in the service, that the use of the cat-o-nine-tails 
is indispensable for the preservation of discipline, we 
are old enough to remember when similar logic was ap- 
plied to maintain the penalty of hanging for forgery and 
sheep stealing ; and we do not forget that previous to 
the last popular outery against. military flugging, the 
frequent infliction of 1,000 or 1,500 lashes was in thie 
opinion of the Horse Guards cssential to the existence 
of the Army. Corporal and capital punishments have 
both been greatly limited of recent years, and neither the 
existence of property nor that of discipline has been per- 
ceptibly impaired. We must not allow the old vice of 
cruchty to gather strength again ; it must be bidden back 
to itedair, while better methods are devised of reforming 
and elevating the spirit of the soldier. 


The Morning Star upon Cheap Newspapers :'— 
We may as Well go on to correct, Mr. Lee’s estimate 
of the relation which “the cheap daily papers” sustain 
to the rest of ihe press. Ile is evidently under the 
delusion that journalism, to be honest and intelligent, 
must be costly ; and that the 7imes represents, in some 
especial manner, the tribunal of public epinion, These 
are superstitions of which any educated Englishman 
should be ashamed. and which some of the brightest 
ornaments of Mr. Lee’s own profession have emphatically 
repudiated. “Every one who moves about in society, 
and keeps his eyes open, knows that “cheap. daily 
papers” are as truly and as proudly charac- 
teristic of our national progress as cheap travelling 
or cheap postage, the sicam engine or the electric 
telegraph.

Correspondence, 
CORPORAL PUNISHMENT IN THE KING’S 
SCHOOL, CANTERBURY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Seeing a correspondence in your very useful 
journal of September 6th, relative to Corporal Public 
Punishment in the King’s School, Canterbury, recently 
introduced by the rev. head master, I must say (as the 
master of one of the largest schools of its class in Ire- 
land), I entirely disapprove of the way in which that 
rev. head master has acted in the case of the son of 
Lieutenant Vousden.' Parental authority and advice 
should be paramount, and be allowed to rule the child, 
the parent being responsible for that rule. Mr. Vousden 
directed his son to do a certain act, and wro’e to the 
head master for Ais permission, which the head master 
refused, and, without jnforming the parent, ordered the 
son to disobey that direction—that is, to disobey his 
father. Could there be a greater breach of God’s law in 
the education of youth? The youth, better taught, 
however (Ephesians vi. 1); obeys the father, and for that 
purpese apparently breiks through the discipline of the 
school, and unconscioysly disobeys the master, as trom 
what was said to him he believed the master only meant 
the earlier part of the day. Now, the head master is 
greatly toblame in not replying courteously, or indeed at 
all, to the parent, whom the head master should have, by 
such an act, taught the boy torespect. ‘The head master, 
instead thereof decrees a punisliment on the boy, and he 
wes to be punished for what really arose from the parent’s 
intended politeness and the fault of the master, and on the 
hoy’s part was strict obedience to his parent. What age 
do we live in if such revolting conduct in the head of a 
school should pass by unnoticed by the friends of youth, 
and uncensured by a discerning public? The son was 
not at all responsible; che father was the responsible 
party; and why should the son suffer for the sin of the 
father, even if the latter had sinned (Ezek, xviii. 20.) ? 
Lieutenant Vousden saw this and takes all the responsi- 
bility, and nobly upholds the principle, at any cost, that 
when a son implicitly obevs his father’s just directions 
he shall not suffer for it. In this principle I, Mr. Editor, 
concur heartily, and so should every right-minded, well- 
meaning man; and under the circumstances parents and 
guardians who feel for.children deeply sympathise with 
Lieutenant Vousden, feeling that God, whose fifth law he 
has upheld, will, by his Divine providence, equally well 
provide for the lad. . 

The head master’s authority was justly respected by 
the boy, but as “no man can serve two masters” the 
boy chose to serve the one he loved most, and for this he 
suffers. The setting at nought the master’s authority 
was not even the most distant thought of the boy, but, 
misunderstanding what was said, he construed it into a 
permission at the time he left. This was an unfortunate 
misunderstanding, but certainly caused by the master’s 
not replying to Mr. Vousden’s letter, and should have 
heen so viewed by the master, and so also explained to 
the boys of the school,, setting forth that the apparent 
want of obedience was caused by a misunderstanding, 
and for which a monitory check might have been given, 
and all things would thus have been amicably arranged, 
the yarent’s position lowed, and the head master’s 
authority maintained. ; 

On the subject of Hogging by the cane, which I 
altogether disapprove, 1 may trouble you again. I have 
for many years managed a very extensive school (from 
110 to 140 dai'y) without it, and I have sent out many 
boys better educated and more morally trained than I 
could possibly have dohe hid L used such a cruel, uncer - 
tain, and degrading punishment.
